FOREWORD 


In  January,  1963,  the  Town  Council  requested  a  study  to 
be  conducted  to  determine  the  need  Tor  industrial  development. 

As  the  result  of  a  survey  conducted  throughout  the  province,  the 
Kapuskasing  Industrial  Development  Committee  was  formed,  consist- 
ing  of  five  Council  members  and  nine  area  citizens.  The  terms  of 
reference  of  the  committee  are  as  follows:  "To  investigate  and 
report  on  what  facilities  are  available,  which  are  lacking,  and 
how  same  can  be  made  attractive  enough  to  encourage  regional  dev¬ 
elopment  along  forestry,  agriculture,  tourism,  mining,  commercial 
and  industrial  lines  within  a  radius  of  20  miles  of  Kapuskasing." 


The  Industrial  Development  Committee  is  an  example  of  co¬ 
operation  amongst  civic,  business  and  labour  leaders  to  encourage 
growth  and  stimulate  development  without  becoming  too  dependent 
upon  the  one  main  area  industry,  newsprint  and  crepe  wadding 
production . 


This  brochure  has  been  prepared  as  a  ready  guide  to  the 
usual  area  statistics  and  data  that  one  may  require  to  determine 
the  potential  of  the  area.  It  is  intended  to  annually  revise  and 
enlarge  upon  the  data  contained  herein.

LOCATION 


The  Town  of  Kapuskasing  is  in  the  District  of  Cochrane,  Prov¬ 


ince  of  Ontario.  It  is  situated,  more  precisely,  on  latitude  49 
degrees  25  r  North,  at  longitude  82  degrees  30f  West,  722  feet  above 

sea  level. 


It  is  located  540  road-miles  north  of  Toronto,  and  825  miles 
east  of  Winnipeg  on  Trans-Canada  Highway  #11  (The  Northern  Route);

Situated  in  a  cool,  temperate  climate  belt,  Kapuskasing  enjoys 
$6  frost-free  days  per  year,  on  the  average. 

The  mean  annual  rainfall  over  the  last  30-year  period  is  22.11 
inches;  and  snowfall,  124  inches.  The  total  average  precipitation, 
then,  is  34.5  inches. 

Temperatures  vary  widely.  They  range  from  -40  degrees  in  the 
winter  months  to  the  high  90 Ts  in  the  summertime.

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BUSINESS  &  INDUSTRY 


BUSINESS  SECTIONS 


Basically,  there  are  two  shopping  areas  in  Kapuskasing.  The 
larger  is  built  around  "the  Circle",  a  unique  characteristic  of  the 
Town.  The  other  is  generally  referred  to  as  the  "East  End",  and  is 
adjacent  to  Government  Road  (Highway  #11)  which  passes  through  the 
southern  extremity  of  the  town.  During  the  summer  of  1963  ,  a 
third  shopping  area  is  to  begin  development  in  the  northeast  section 
of  Kapuskasing,  with  a  supermarket,  discount  store,  and  about  ten 
other  smaller  commercial  outlets  planned  for  a  "plaza". 


INDUSTRIAL  LOCATIONS 


Heavy  industry  (notably  the  Spruce  Falls  Power  and  Paper 
Company  Limited,  and  Kimberly  Clark  Canada  Limited),  are  located 
south  of  #11  Highway,  and  south  of  the  CNR  line. 

Lighter  industry  (concrete  block  manufacturing,  bottling 
plant,  bulk  petroleum  products)  are  located  adjacent  to  the  high¬ 
way  . 


Amalgamation  of  Kapuskasing  with  three  neighbouring  communities- 
V/est  Riverside  (population  300),  Brunetville  (1,700),  and  Val 
Albert  (2,700)  -  presently  under  discussion,  will  make  an  adequate 
number  of  industrial  sites  available  within  the  town  limits.

SOME  FACTS  ABOUT  SPRUCE  FALLS 


The-  Spruce  Falls  Power  and  Paper  Company,  "Uncle  Spruce", 
is  Kapuskasing Ts  major  industry.  With  its  mother  company,  Kim¬ 
berly-Clark  Corporation,  the  two  mills  produce  newsprint  and  cre-pe 
wadding . 


1920:  -  Spruce  Falls  Company  incorporated,  started  construction 
of  mill. 


1922:  -  Mill  begins  production  with  500  employees,  with  115  tons 
per  day  capacity  (pulp). 

1926:  -  New  York  Times  and  Kimberly-Clark  agree  on  terms  for  news¬ 
print  mill  at  Kapuskasing,  and  power  site  at  Smoky  Falls 
(50  miles  north ), capable  of  generating  75,000  horsepower, 

192$:  -  July  27th,  first  car  of  new sprint  shipped. 

1929:  -  1,000  employees,  producing  65O  tons  of  newsprint  per  day. 

Sulphite  mill  enlarged  to  a  capacity  of  36O  tons  per  day. 

1944:  -  Kimberly-Clark  begins  construction  of  crepe  wadding  mill. 

1945:  -  Production  begins  with  20  employees  producing  30  tons  daily. 


1951 :  -  Three  million  dollar  expansion  programme  completed.,  doubling 
capacity  of  original  mill. 

1963:  -  Paper  mill,  with  four  machines,  produces  more  than  900  tons 
of  newsprint  per  day;  sulphite  mill  produces  435  tons  of 
unbleached  sulphite  pulp  daily.  Forty  carloads  of  news¬ 
print  per  day  leave  Kapuskasing  for  various  customers  in 
the  U.S.  and  Canada,  notably  the  New  York  Times. 

-  Kimberly-Clark  mill  produces  SO  tons  of  wadding  per  day. 

-  Mill  division  has  1,500  employees.  Average  hourly  rate  is 

42.62.  1961  payroll  was  4S.5  millions,  freight  bill  49.5 

millions . 


-  Company  leases  6, £00  square  miles  of  crown  timber  land  from 
Provincial  Government,  reforests  about  ij  million  tre^s 
annually. 

-  Mill  requires  450,000  cords  of  pulpwood  annually,  of  which 
100,000  cords  are  purchased  from  ?Tsettlersu. 

-  Woods  Division  employs  about  1,000  men, 75%  of  whom  work  200 
days  per  year.  1961  woods  payroll,  $6  millions. 

-  Presently  under  construction  is  a  six  million  dollar  magne- 
fite  mill,  which  will  produce  200  tons  of  pulp  per  day,  de¬ 
signed  only  to  improve  product,  not  to  increase  production. 
It  is  scheduled  to  begin  operation  during  1964.

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SCHOOLS 


As  indicated  by  the  population  figures  above,  Kapuskasing  is 
a  town  of  relatively  young  people.  It  naturally  follows,  then, 
that  school  enrolments  will  be  higher  than  in  other  equal-sized 
communities.  Kapuskasing  schools  -  both  public  and  separate  -  en¬ 
joy  an  extremely  high  standard  of  academic  achievement. 


There  are  two  public  schools,  three  separate  schools,  a  high 
and  technical  school,  a  separate  high  school,  and  a  retarded  child¬ 
ren^  school  within  the  town  limits.  Within  a  30-mile  radius  of 
Kapuskasing,  there  are  an  additional  seven  separate  schools.

The  Kapuskasing  District  High  School  provides  adult  night 
classes,  with  246  students  enrolled  during  1962  taking  the  follow¬ 
ing  courses:  92  students  in  academic  courses  of  Spanish,  Oral 
French,  Special  French,  Algebra  and  Basic  English;  5$  students  in 
commercial  courses  of  bookkeeping  and  typing;  60  students  in  sew¬ 
ing  classes,  and  36  students  in  a  retail  merchandising  class.

Kapuskasing  is  served  by  the  CNR  "north"  line.  Overnight 
passenger  service  from  Hearst  to  Toronto  provides  excellent 
accommodation  for  the  businessman.  Owned  by  the  CNR,  the  train  is 
called  the  "Northland",  and  travels  on  Ontario  Northland  tracks 
from  Cochrane  to  North  Bay.

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AREA  LABOUR  STATISTICS 


The  local  Rational  Employment  Service  office  serves  an  area 
from  Smooth  Rock  Falls  to  Hearst,  a  distance  of  approximately  100 
miles,  covering  a  population  of  21,600.  The  population  of  the 
area  within  a  20-mile  radius  of  Kapuskasing  is  15,500,  made  up 
as  follows:

The  total  labour  force  in  the  area  is  3,500,  composed  of  10 % 
female  labour. 

Normal  shortages  in  the  labour  field  consist  of  lumbering, 
logging  and  construction  workers  in  the  male  line,  and  waitresses, 
nurses,  charwomen  and  clerks  in  the  female  line.  The  number  of 
vacancies  reported  during  the  months  from  January  to  May,  1963, 
comprised  1,326  male  and  231  female. 

Employment  in  the  pulp  and  paper  industry  is  relatively  stable 
throughout  the  year,  whereas  in  the  lumbering  and  logging  industry 
a  peak  is  reached  between  November  and  February,  with  a  low  in 
April  and  May.  Unemployment  figures  this  year  to  date  were  as

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GOVERNMENT  SERVICES 


The  following  Federal  buildings  are  located  in  Kapuskasing: 

1)  Post  Office  -  in  the  Circle, the  building  houses  the  area 

office  of  the  Unemployment  Insurance  Commis¬ 
sion  and  the  National  Employment  Service 
(12  employees).  The  Post  Office  Department 
employs  17  persons , including  7  letter  carriers 
who  deliver  once  daily  to  residences , twice 
daily  to  business  establishments. 

2)  CNR  station,  freight  sheds,  express  office,  and  telecommu¬ 

nications  office,  on  Government  Road. 

3)  Airport  -  operated  by  the  Dept . of  Transport, 2  miles  west 

of  Town.  East-west  runway , paved , 3 , 740  feet  by 
130  feet;  north- south  runway , paved , 3 , 600  feet 
by  150  feet.  Gasoline  and  oil  available , radio 
beacon , lighted  windsock , rotating  beacon.  Dom¬ 
inion  Meteorological  Office  is  housed  in  the 
main  terminal  building. 

4)  Dominion  Experimental  Farm  -  details  elsewhere  (see  index). 

5)  RCMP  detachment,  located  in  the  new  Glenwood  sub-division, 

is  manned  by  a  corporal  and  a  constable. 

Provincial  Buildings 

1)  Dept. of  Lands  &  Forests  -  The  District  Office  (covering  the 

area  from  Smooth  Rock  Falls  to  Hornepayne  and 
Longlac)  is  located  on  Government  Road. 

2)  Ont . Prov. Police  detachment,  newly  built  in  1963  at  a  cost  of 

$150,000.00  is  located  two  miles  east  of  Town, 
on  the  Highway.  A  corporal  supervises  the 
detachment  of  seven  constables. 

3)  Dept. of  Transport  office,  for  the  issuance  of  motor  vehicle 

permits  and  markers  (at  19  Dallyn)  and  the 
Driver  Examination  Centre  (lo  Bvng )  are  loca¬ 
ted  in  private  premises. 

4)  Ont. Hydro  has  two  offices,  1,000  yards  west  of  Kapuskasing. 

The  first  is  the  Area  Office,  while  the  sec¬ 
ond  is  the  field  office  for  the  multi-million 
dollar  Littue  Long  Rapids  power  development, 
forty  miles  north. 

5)  The  Ontario  Dept,  of  Highways,  whose  District  Office  is  in 

Cochrane,  maintains  a  yard  office  at  the 
western  extremity  of  Kapuskasing. 

6)  The  representative  for  the  Treasury  Dept.Ts  3%  Sales  Tax 
lives  40  miles  east, at  Smooth  Rock  Falls, and  is  in  Kapuskas¬ 
ing  twice  weekly.

ELECTRICITY 


Electricity  in  Kapuskasing  is  distributed  by  the  Lapuskasing 
Public  Utilities  Commission,  with  supply  from  the  Hydro-Electric 
Power  Commission  of  Ontario.  Present  capacity  is  3,000  KVA,  with 
an  additional  substation  scheduled  for  completion  this  fall  pro¬ 
viding  another  3,000  KVA  capacity.  Existing  loading  is  approxi¬ 
mately  1,000  kw.

The  foregoing  capacity  can  be  and  is  increased  by  17  cribs  for 
newborn,  when  required.  During  1962,  604  babies  were  born. 

The  medical  staff  consists  of  a  senior  and  junior  surgeon,  and 
six  physicians,  who, between  them,  can  cover  any  emergency. 

Facilities  are  provided  for  x-ray  and  laboratory  examination, 
operating  rooms,  obstetrics  and  nursery.  An  extension  to  the 
hospital  and  its  facilities  is  planned  for  the  next  two  'years,  to 
ensure  the  medical  services  keep  pace  with  a  rapidly  growing  Kap- 
uskasing  and  district. 

Health  Unit 

The  administration  of  public  health  services  in  Kapuskasing 
and  district  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Health  of 
the  Porcupine  Health  Unit,  where, for  economic  reasons,  municipalities 
from  Timmins  to  Hearst,  banded  together,  operate  under  one  admini¬ 
strative  group.  The  Board  is  comprised  of  representatives  from 
17  member  municipalities. 

The  Porcupine  Health  Unit,  with  Dr.G.B.Lane  as  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  offers  a  generalized  public  health  program  for  the  con¬ 
trol  of  communi cable  diseases,  prevention  of  illness,  and  the  pro¬ 
motion  of  health,  covering  immunization  and  child  care  clinics, 
school  student  examination,  produc^  and  public  building  inspection, 
and  many  other  services.  Professional  staff  carry  out  this  pro¬ 
gram  in  co-operation  with  allied  health  and  social  agencies.  The 
Kapuskasing  office  of  the  Unit  serves  an  area  from  Cochrane  to 
Hearst,  with  a  staff  of  two  public  health  nurses,  a  sanitary  in¬ 
spector  and  stenographer. 
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AREA  PROJECTS 


Dominion  Ex p & r 1 m e n t a 1  Farm. 


This  farm,  consisting  of  1,100  acres,  and  located  two  miles 
we st  of  Kapuskasinc  ,  has  been  in  existence  since  1914.  It  is  the 
second  largest  of  its  kind  in  the  dominion,  and  serves  the  Clay 
Belt  -  a  vast  plain  of  about  50  million  acres,  lying  midway  bet¬ 
ween  the  Great  Lakes  and  James  Bay,  and  extending  for  400  miles  in 
an  east-west  direction.  Since  the  early  settlers  came,  some  fifty 
years  ago,  about  2\  million  acres  of  land  in  the  area  have  been 
cleared  and  devoted  to  farming,  with  an  estimated  additional  3  mil¬ 
lion  acres  available  for  cultivation.  The  area  is  particularly 
suited  to  the  production  of  feeder  cattle,  as  this  type  of  beef 
animal  makes  the  fullest  use  of  the  forage  crops,  and  principal 
experiments  have  been  conducted  along  these  lines.  The  farm 
buildings  consist  of  a  modern  office,  4  beef  cattle  barns,  dairy 
building,  dehydration  building,  4  implement  shops,  pole  barn, 
sheep  barn,  cereal  building,  hay-barn,  6  silos,  laboratory,  pump 
house,  water  tank,  2  greenhouses ,• steer  barn,  grain  barn,  meteoro¬ 
logical  office,  2  scale  buildings,  and  13  residences. 


Little  Long  Rapids. 

In  I960  work  commenced  by  the  Hydro-Electric  Power  Commission 
of  Ontario  on  the  Little  Long  Rapids  development,  located  40  miles 
north  of  Kapuskasing.  This  project  is  part  of  a  six-year,  three- 
stage  development,  with  an  ultimate  capacity  of  150,000  kilowatts 
of  hydro-electric  generation.  Access  to  the  site  is  provided  by 
the  Spruce  Falls  Power  and  Paper  Company’s  Smoky  Falls  railway, with 
its  terminus  one  mile  west  of  Kapuskasing .  A  work  force  of  1,000 
men  is  engaged  in  this  construction  project.  Some  10  miles  north  of 
Little  Long  Rapids  is  situated  the  Smoky  Falls  development,  the 
private  Spruce  Falls  supply  of  75,000  horsepower  of  electrical 
energy.
